TOOTENAY HOUSE: RESTORED HUDSON DAY POST AT IN VERMES PT 
ON LAKE WINDERMERE, fc c . 
Visitors to* the tourist region 
about Lake Windermere, in south­ 
ern British Columbia, will find a 
‘reminder there of early days. The 
Hudsons Bay Company is bund­ 
ling a replica of their first post in 
this region. 
It was known as 
"Kootenay House” and was built 
by the intrepid astronomer and ex­ 
plorer. David Thompson, in 1806 
on the shore of lovely Lake Win­ 
dermere. 
• David Thompson, a pupil at 
Blue Coat School in London, was 
released to the Hudson Bay Com­ 
pany for the sum of five pounds 
sterling. 
The company sent him 
to Canada whese he was outfitted 
and sent up the Hayes River with 
,a party. 
In 1795 ne with three 
companions, two of them Indians, 
made their way from Hudsons Bay 
to Lake Athabasca. On his return 
to York Fort he was informed that 
th** company would make no more 
explorations and that he was out 
cf a job. He did not allow this to 


discourage him bat aet off Im­ 
mediately with two Indians for 
Grand Portage where ha obtained 
an appointment as astronomer for 
the North West Company whoso 
headquarters were at mat point. 
As astronomer he visited the 
company’s various posts and while 
in the Lake-o!-the-Woods region 
in Manitoba, located the source of 
tho Mississippi River. Many years 
were spent in surveying the west­ 
ern wilds, travelling by dog team 
and canoe. The winter of 1807-08 
was spent at Kootenay House with 
his “little family,” as his Indian 
wife and children were termed. In 
October 1810 he set out to trace 
the Columbia River from Its source 
to its mouth and was the first 
white man to do this, arriving at 
what is now Astoria, Oregon* la 
July 1811. The trip was accom­

The meeting 
was held behind closed doors but 
it Was understood steps would be 
taken to finance it and to conduct 
the strike without leadership from 
the time it starts April I. 
Full power to condition the af­ 
fairs of the union during the sus­ 
pension of work was vested in the 
policies committee by the miners 
in convention at Indianapolis last 
month. The committee also has the 
authority to negotiate a new wage 
scale between the miners and oper­ 
ators. 
One of the most important ques­ 
tions to be decided by the commit­ 
tee is whether the district unions 
shall be allowed to enter separate 
agreements with the mine owners. 
At their recent convention the min­ 
ers voted against regional confer­ 
ences. 
The subject was expected to bring 
to the fore the long standing fac­ 
tional fight between Predident Lew­ 
is and Frank Farrington, president 
of the Illinois miners. 


C. McAlpine, president of the Ok­ 
lahoma Coal operators Association, 
following a two days conference of 
the operators. 
Competition with non-union min­ 
ed coal produced in Alabama, Colo­ 
rado, New Mexico and with the in­ 
creasing use of cheap Texas crude 
oil as a fuel, is blamed by the op­ 
erators for the necessity of a cut 
in wage scales.
